BALK TEUTONS 


Are Rushing Large Forces to 


Aid the Servians.

MEETING FIERCE RESISTANCE 


Field Marshal von Mackensen’s Army 


Is Making Slow Progress Against 


Servian Defense and Is Expected to 


Encounter Still Sponger Opposition. 


London. Oct. 19.— Tho reports that 
the allies 
have occupied 
Strumitza 
encl landed at Enos, which was re­ 
cently transferred from Turkish to 
Bulgarian rule, has caused a more 
optimistic feeling throughout the al­ 
lied countries. 
As to the progress of the Near East­ 
ern campaign it is known from both 
Servian 
and German accounts that 
Field Marshal von Mackensen's army 
is meeting 
with greater 
resistance 
than was expected and. although it is 
probable that the Servians eventually 
must fail back on stronger strategic 
positions in the north, the fact that 
Hie allies are bringing heavy forces 
against the Bulgarians and so placing 
them that the Bulgarians will be com­ 
pelled to divide their armies gives 
hope here that tile Germans may be 
balked 
in 
their latest attempt 
to 
reach the Aegean sea and bring as­ 
sistance to the Turks. 
All along the line the Servians and 
their Montenegrin neighbors, who also 
are being attacked, are offering very 
stubborn resistance to both Austro- 
Germans and Bulgarians and, while 
they have given up a number of towns 
and 
positions, 
they 
have 
not 
yet 
reached the line on which they expect 
to make their stand. 


^ 
Bulgarians Destroy Bridge. 


The Bulgarians, so far as can be 
learned, have made progress only in 
the 
Zlotokopska 
valley, 
near 
the 
River Morava, north of Hie town of 
Vranya, where they hie* up a bridge. 
There is no confirmation, however, of 
the report that they cut the railway 
Iii this district, the bridge which they 
destroyed being a small wooden one 
near 
the 
railway. 
The 
Bulgarian 
force which penetrated the valley is 
not a large one. 
On the other hand, it is pointed out, 
the capture of Strumttza is of real 
strategic value, as its occupation per 
mits the defense of the southern end 
of the railw ay and compels the Bu l­ 
garians to keep a force there. 
Enos, 
too, is of value, as although not a 
good 
landing 
place, 
its 
occupation 
threatens Dedeaghatch, which has 3 
great harbor and is fortified and min­ 
ed. 
The civilian population has al 
ready left Dedeaghatch, which is en 
tireiy in the hands of the m ilitary un 
der German officers 


Allied Fleet in Aegean Sea. 


The Italians, according to the lat­ 
est reports, will not send a contingent 
to the Balkans, but co-operation of 
their n a v y in the Aegean, where an 
allied fleet has already gathered, is 
looked for. 
The point at which the Russians 
will strike has not yet been disclosed. 
The expe<tation is. however, that the 
allies have a surprise for the central 
powers and that steps are being tak­ 
en to bring Turkey to lier knees be­ 
fore assistance can reach her. 
There has been 
plenty of heavy 
fighting on both the eastern and west 
arn fronts, but in neither case has 
either side attempted a general of­ 
fensive. 
The 
Germans are 
still making 
a 
great effort between Riga and I) vin ak 
and have met with some minor suc­ 
cesses, but thence to the Roumanian 
border, wherever there has been any 
fighting, it is the Russians who are 
attacking, and they, too, claim gains 
Much the same conditions prevail 
on the western front.

troops to Salonika is on a par with 
the violation of Belgian n e u tra lity. 
“ W h a t are th e facts? 
“ G e rm a n y h as solemnly 
pledged, 
to g e th er w ith o th e r powers to re­ 
spect th e n e u t ra lity of Belgium. The 
allied powers had no in te n tio n of vi­ 
olating t h a t n e u t ra lity . 
In reply to 
inquiries by G reat B rita in. F ra n c e 
gave a definite 
pledge 
upon 
this 
point. 
But G erm a n y refused to do 
so, and violated Belgian n e u t ra lity 
eliberately, on th e plea of m ilita ry 
ecessity. 
Belgium had not entered 
into an y a g r e e m e n t w ith th e allied 
powers e i t h e r to a t ta c k G erm a n y or 
to allow th e passage of allied troops. 
Tile G erm a n s a t tem p ted 
to justify 
this action on the g r o u n d t h a t the 
r**nch were on th e point of a t t a c k ­ 
ing th e m t h r o u g h Belgium.

heretofore been thought impossible to 
grow 
wheat. 
He quickly grasped 
the new principle of complete conser­ 
vation of every drop of rain and flake 
of snow and the New Farming idea 
that the amount of moisture in the 
Boll necessary for the most vigorous 
growth of a crop depends entirely up­ 
on the percentage of valuable plant 
food in ‘the soil and lf the soil be 
rich enough good crops can be grown 
with only 6 inches of annual preci­ 
pitation lf all of it can be put into 
the soil and Its evaporation prevent­ 
ed, and Senator Newland reasoned 
correctly that much of the soil of 
Nevada was the richest In the world 
because for long ages there had been 
less of precipitation and consequent­ 
ly less of surface runoff, and there­ 
fore less of natures fertilizing m ateri­ 
al allowed to wash awny from the 
soil, and that now the complete pre­ 
vention of anv surface runoff of rain 
or snow’ from the wonderfully rich 
lands of Nevadn, would enable* the 
growth of surprising crops and that 
under New Farming 
these lands 
would steadily gain In producing 
power from year to year, and time 
will fully vindicate his judgment and 
while thus working to build up agri­ 
culture In Nevada Senator Newlands 
breadth of mind reaches out and takes 
in the whole territory of the United 
States, as shown by the hill that bears 
his name and that he so earnestly ad­ 
vocates that would put every drop of 
rain and flake of snow to the best pos­ 
sible use for agriculture, water power 
navigation and for the wants of man 
and animals, not as now in disastrous 
floods of dirty water containing tin 
fertilizing material that left on and 
in the soil makes it rich, but, allowed 
to run off in the rainfall makes the 
flowing water a filthy 
destructive 
flood, followed by dry stream beds 
and drouth. Senator Newlands would

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Brave W om an Seeks to Save T h o u ­ 
sands on European Battlefields. 


Risking a hideous death to save the 
thousands of shattered men of Euro­ 
pean battlefields who are suffering 
from the most infectious, rapid aud 
fatal of all discases of war, gaseous 
gangrene, a young English nurse inoc­ 
ulated herself with the deadly bacilli, 
forcing Dr. Kenneth Taylor, an Amer­ 
ican, to make use of quinine hydro­ 
chloride, which he bad not dare*! to 
use before. 
Dr. Taylor, who Is on the staff of 
the medical college of the University 
of Minnesota, has been at tile Ameri­ 
can hospital at Neullly. 
He experi­ 
mented with his discovery <01 animals, 
with most astounding results, yet he 
•hired not make th** final experiments 
which demanded human subjects. Miss 
Mary Davies performed nu act which 
is not eclipsed by any on the battle­ 
fields by injecting directly into her 
thigh bone the most virulent cultic - s. 
Well aware that ber scheme would 
la* prevented if it become known, she 
determined, without a word to any 
one, to risk lier life in an attempt to 
demonstrate the efficacy vf iii** treat­ 
ment which she was convinced would 
cure the victims of this dread disease. 
Miss Davies took a room across th** 
street from the hospital, whence she 
scut u letter to Dr. Taylor to com** and 
**■0 her “for the purpose of treating 
our final exi/ertiueiit,” lier letter read, 
Dr. Tuylor went immediately and hur­ 
ried lier to a private room hi the hos­ 
pital, where he commenced the injec­ 
tions of the new preparation. 
Ile did 
not leave lier bedside for twenty-four 
hours. 
Ile says she at all times was 
cheerful and confident of the outcome 
and saki she injected tho culture be­ 
cause she knew he had hesitated to 
use the cure and also because sh*' 
wanted to give him a “clean case ut 
gangrene only,” without mixed infec­ 
tions, as is generally the case with 
soldiers. 
Within two hours the symptoms de- 
VGloped. 
The thigh began to swell, 
but so rapid had been the work of tho 
new medicine tho disease never reach 
cd a climax. 
Dr. Taylor, discussing 
the girl s act, said: 
“It was frightfully dangerous, but 
brave. 
Whether it proves conclusive 
ly that we can henceforth cure ga* 
gangrene I hesitate even now to af­ 
firm, because we checked the disease 
at the start. 
However, from now on 
the new medicine will Im* administered 
to soldiers. 
If our success continues 
Miss Davies ha* undoubtedly contrib­ 
uted greatly to science.”
